MOSCOW, Aug. 29.—The Soviet 
Government today officially de- 
manded that Norway expel Leon 


Trotzky, former Bolshevist leader 
now in exile. 

A Government note handed to 
the Norwegian Foreign Minister by 
the Soviet representative in Oslo 
read: 

“The Soviet Governmént expects 
the Norwegian Government will 
not delay measures to deprive 
Trotzky of further refuge in Nor- 
wegian territory.” 

There was no indication, how- 
ever, that the Soviet Government 
had demanded Trotzky’s return. to 
Russia. 

The note made plain that Nor- 
way’s refusal would prejudice good 
relations between the two govern- 
ments and would be considered a 
violation of international law. 

Accusations Recited. 

“On Dec. 1, 1934,” the note stated, 
“Comrade Sergei Kiroy, a Soviet 
Government official, was killed. 

“An investigation proved the 
murder was committed by a mem- 
ber of a _ terroristic organization, 
the purpose of which was to organ- 
ize terroristic activities agains 
members of the Soviet Governmen 
and its leaders.

The Government is preparing for 
the trial of 13 more men accused 
of conspiring against Stalin’s ad- 
ministration. Among them are 
Brigade Commander Dimitri 
Schmidt and Commander Boris 
Kusmicheff, both of whom have 
been under arrest for some time. 

“The Norwegian Workers’ party,” 
said the newspaper, Pravda, “is 
continuing a shameful program of 
defending the murderous Trotzky. 
By so doing it is marching hand- 
in-hand with the Gestapo (German 
secret police) and is_ stretching 
anti-Soviet threads from Norway.” 

Sabotage in Science. 

The Leningrad Pravda charged 
counter-revolutionaries, engaged in 
sabotaging Soviet science, operated 
in the Pulkovo Observatory. The 
head of the observatory, Boris 
Geras Imovitch, whose astronomical 
treatises are widely known in the 
recently was under 
fire for alleged servility to foreign 
scientists because he allowed his 
staff’s writings to be published 
abroad before they were printed in 
Russia.

Two Women and One Man 


Seek $15,000 Each in 
Federal Court.

JONESBORO, Ark., Aug. 29.— 
Personal injury damage suits total- 
ing $45,000 were filed in United 
States District Court here today by 
three persons who allege they were 
beaten severely during the farm la- 
bor strike at Earl, Crittenden Coun- 


ty, in June. 

Miss Willie Sue Blagden of Mem- 
phis, Tenn, social worker; Miss 
Elzia Nolen of Memphis and J. M. 
Reese of Bolivar County, Missis- 
sippi, reputedly tenant farmer sym- 
pathizers, are asking for $5000 ac- 
tual damages and $10,000 punitive 
damages each, 

Miss Blagden alleges that on June 
15 she was seated in an automobile 
on one of the principal streets of 
Earl with the Rev. Claude Wil- 
liams of Little Rock, Presbyterian 
minister, and that Boss Dulaney, 
Earl Cherry, Ernest Richards, Tom- 
mie Thompson and Percy Mangus 
drove up in an automobile and 
through force and _ intimidation 
forced her to accompany them to a 
point one mile north of Earle where 
she was beaten with a leather strap 
four feet long and four inches wide, 
and that as a result of the beating 
she was rendered sick and lame 
and her nervous system was per- 
manently disabled. 

She also alleges that after the 
beating she was taken to Earl and 
placed on a train for Memphis, and 
as a result she suffered severe phys- 


ation. 

Reese alleges that on June 8 he 
was walking along a principal high- 
way near Earl and that Percy 
Mangus, Dr. H. S. Watson, Boss 
Dulariey, L. L. Barham and Ernest 
Richards drove up in an automo- 
bile and accosted him, beating him 
severely with heavy sticks or ax 


handles. He alleges that after the 
beating the men forced him to ac- 
company them to a store at Earl 
where he was searched. He al- 
leges that as a result of the beating 
he was permanently disabled and 
that he was deprived of his rights 
as a citizen. 

Miss Nolen alleges that while she 
was temporarily residing in Earl 
on June 8, Boss Dulaney, Dr. H. 8. 
Watson and Percy Mangus drove 
up in an automobile while she was 
walking down the street and forced 
her to accompany them to the Crit- 
tenden County jail. 

She alleges that they could not 
find the jail key and then took her 
to a gin operated by L. L. Barham 
where she was beaten with heavy 
sticks, which forced her to remain 
in bed for several weeks and as a 
result she was permanently and to- 
tally disabled. 

Miss Nolen also alleges that she 
was forced to accompany the men 
through violence and fear of life 
and limb.

MADRID, Aug. 29.—-Fascist rebel 
air bombs exploded last night 
downtown Madrid for the first time. 
Several persons were 
hundreds of windows were broken 
and important Government build- 
ings were damaged. 

The attack was the fourth of the 
week but the first successful raid 
against the city itself. It was fol- 
lowed by a fifth rebel venture which 
was frustrated by quick-acting Gov- 


ernment airplanes. 

Citizens in the capital, sietauandl 
now to the sound of bombs explod- 
ing in outlying regions near the city 
and at airdromes, obtained their ini- 
tial first-hand impressions of war 
from the air. 

The rebel plane, apparently flying 
at great altitude, roared toward the 
center of the city in a power dive 
shortly before midnight when the 
streets were still crowded. 


Flares Dropped From Plane. 


A few moments later the motors 
of the plane could be heard plainly, 
and two lights were dropped, bril- 
liantly lighting a vast area of the 
city. Immediately two bombs were 
released from the planes and fell in 
the garden of the Ministry of War, 
tearing great holes in the earth. 

The lights fell in the plaza Ci- 
beles, flanked by the Ministry of 
War, the Bank of Spain and the 
General Postoffice. 

Windows broken by the bombs’ 
blast included those in the Bank 
of Spain, the Postoffice and one in 
the nearby office of the Associated 
Press. 

Appearance of the rebel plane 
produced an intense attack by Gov- 
ernment planes and anti-aircraft 
guns which spattered tracer bullets 
after the rebel machine. 

As it climbed it dropped a third 
bomb near the center of town, 
causing a small fire which was 
quickly extinguished. 

Bombs Near Hospital. 


In the northern part of the city 
several more bombs were released, 
one wounding several persons near 
a military hospital.

KAHOKA, Mo., Aug. 29.—Wilfred 
Jones, convicted of criminal con- 
spiracy here last Saturday along 
with Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, 
her husband, Dr. Ludwig O. Muench, 
and Mrs. Helen Berroyer, today 
filed a motion for a new trial in 
Circuit Court, enumerating 40 
reasons why he thought the jury’s 
verdict should be set aside. 

Jones, attorney and baby broker 
in the notorious Muench baby hoax, 
which was the basis for the con- 
spiracy charge, was fined $450, as 
was Mrs. Muench. The jury assessed 
a fine of $350 against Dr. Muench 
and $150 against Mrs. Berroyer. 
The other defendants have until 
Tuesday to file their motion for a 
new trial. , 

Constitutional Issues Raised. 

Several of the errors alleged by 
Jones in his motion raise constitu- 
tional questions, a move, apparently, 
to have the appeal heard by the 
State Supreme’ Court instead of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals, which 
ordinarily hears appeals from mis- 
demeanor convictions. The St. Louis 
Court of Appeals already is familiar 
with the facts in the case, and last 
year its three Judges concurred in 
a decree restoring to Anna Ware 
the child which Mrs. Muench had 
sought to pass off as her own. 

Jones attacks on technical 
grounds the constitutionality of the 
statute on which the prosecution 
was based, a law making it a mis- 
demeanor to transfer custody of a 
child without approval of the Ju- 
venile Court. He alleges that the 
defendants were not afforded their 
constitutional right of a fair and 
impartial trial, and that the verdict 
would deprive him of property with- 
out due process of law as guaran- 
teed by the Constitution. 


Jones Cites Evidence. 
The evidence showed, Jones al- 
leges, that neither the Ware baby 
nor the Price baby, its predecessor 


in the hoax, nor the mothers of the 
infants were residents of the State 
of Missouri, and hence the Juvenile 
Court had no jurisdiction in the 
matter. 

Neither infant, he charges, was 
an “infant with parents,” within the 
meaning of the statute relating to 
adoption of children through the 
Juvenile Court. The mothers of 
both children were unmarried. 
Errors in the Court’s instructions 
and rulings, and prejudice of the 
Court and of jurors are other allega- 
tions in Jones motion.

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ST. LOUIS DAIRY CO. AGREES 
TO FULFILL CITY CONTRACT 


Sanitary Milk Producers’ Head As- 
serts There Is No Shortage 
Danger. 

The St. Louis Dairy Co., which 
intimated to the city Thursday that 
it might not be able to fulfill its 


contract to supply seven city in- 
stitutions with milk, agreed at a 
conference with city officials yes- 
terday afternoon that it would car- 
ry out the contract, which expires 
Nov. 1. 

The conference, held in the office 
of Director of Public Welfare Jo- 
seph M. Darst in the Municipal 
Courts Building, was attended by 
Darst, Health Commissioner Joseph 
F. Bredeck, Associate City Coun- 
selor Louis A. McKeown and B. M. 
Lide and Paul Y. Versen, president 
and counsel, respectively, of the 
dairy company. 

McKeown told reporters after the 
conférence that the dairy would 
carry out its contract, although its 
officers had asserted that there 
might be a milk shortage unless 
the company was allowed to pur- 
chase milk outside the St. Louis-in- 
spected area. McKeown said he 
had been informed by E. W. Tiede- 
man, head of the Sanitary Milk 
Producers, Inc., a co-operative 
dairymen’s organization, that there 
was nu danger of a shortage in the 
St. Louis area. The city therefore 
insisted that St. Louis Dairy obtain 
its milk within the St. Louis-in- 
spected area, and the dairy agreed 
to do so. McKeown said the com- 
pany representatives did not ex- 
plain why they had changed their 
attitude about being able to fulfill 
the contract. 

City officials had not been dis- 
turbed over the matter, however, 
because the company had posted a 
$3000 bond guaranteeing the con- 
tract.

TERRE HAUTE SWEPT 
‘BY SEVERE STORM 


Trees and Power Lines Blown 
Down—Houses Unroofed 
— Boy Killed. 


By the Associated Press. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Aug. 29.— 
Estimating at “between $500,000 and 
$700,000” the damage caused here 
last night by a windstorm, City En- 


gineer Robert Paige said today the 
work of removing debris and re- 
modeling buildings would require 
several days. 

Trees are lying the streets, elec- 
tric and interurban lines are down, 
and houses are unroofed. 

Bobby Baker, 6 years old, was 
killed when a tree fell on a tent in 
which he was living. His mother, 
Mrs. Bertha Reynolds, suffered a 
broken back and a fractured arm. 

City officials ordered parks and 
cemeteries closed until uprooted 
trees could be cleared away. Street 
car, telephone and electric service 
gradually was restored. Terre Haute 
has about 70,000 population. 

The storm swept eastward to Bra- 
zil, plunging that town into dark- 
ness and flooding basements and 
streets; to Putnamville and Green- 
castle, disrupting telephone and 
electric service and _  unroofing 
homes; to Newcastle, Shelbyville 
and Richmond, creating similar 
havoc, and then into Ohio. 

O. E. Moery, assistant meteorolo- 
gist, reported .74 inch of rain fell 
during the storm which lasted sev- 
eral minutes. 

The wind reached a force of 56 
miles-an-hour. Although firemen 
estimated half of the fire call boxes 
were blown out, 
responded to more than 20 alarms. 

At Putnamville the storm dam- 
aged the State Farm Administration 
Building. Trees were uprooted at 
Newcastle, the limbs falling onto 
automobiles and homes, and a half- 
inch of rain fell in 14 minutes. 
Eight homes were set on fire at 
Richmond, where .95 inch of rain 
fell. Shelbyville virtually was iso- 
lated by the storm, all telephone 
service to surrounding communities 
being cut off. 


Widespread Storm Damage in 
Ohio; Farmer Killed. 
COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 29.—A wind 
and electrical storm blew itself out 
in the Eastern Ohio hills today, 
leaving behind one dead, wide- 
spread damage, and city and high- 
way workers striving to clear 
streets and roads of trees, limbs 
and fallen signs. 
The storm, isolating Greenville 
for more than three hours, demol- 
ished a one-story brick Internation- 
al Harvester Co. plant, injured a 
youth seeking shelter against the 
plant wall, and disrupted telephone 
and telegraph communication.

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SEATTLE MAYOR 
DEMANDS HEARST 
END GUILD STRIKE 


John F. Dore Says Newspa- 
per Publisher Must ‘Make 
Terms’ With Labor or 
“Get Out’ of City. 


By the Associated Press. 

SEATTLE, Wash. Aug. 29.— 
Mayor John ™. Dore demanded last 
night ‘that William Randolph 
Hearst, owner of the Seattle Post- 
Intelligencer, “make terms” with 
labor or “get out of Seattle.” A 
strike of editorial employes caused 
the =2wspaper to suspend publica- 
tion Aug. 14. 

“Hearst is determined to destroy 
labor unions and I won’t stand by 
and watch that happen in Seattle,” 
Dore said in a speech at Everett, 
30 miles north of Seattle. “The 
Seattle fight is your fight and it is 
branching into a nation-wide 
fight.” 

It was his second address on the 
subject of the strike, which was 
called by the Seattle Chapter of the 


American Newspaper Guild after 
two FPost-Intelligencer employes 
had been discharged. 

Dore described Hearst as “men- 
ace No. 1.” He praised President 
Roosevelt as “the workingman’s 
friend” and charged Gov. Alf M. 
Landon of Kansas was “in front of 
the fight to break down labor.” 

The speech was given under the 
auspices of the Everett branch of 
the Washington Commonwealth 
Federation, a political organization 
sponsoring a “production for use” 
program, 

Truce Proposal Rejected. 


The Post-Intelligencer’s resident 
publisher, W. V. Tanner, rejected an 
offer of a “truce meeting,” made 
by H.-Richard Seller, president 
of the Seattle Guild. Tanner also 
turned down an offer from Fred 
D’Avila, Guild secretary, to ar- 
range for newspaper executives to 
enter the building, without picket 
interference, to obtain records, 

Tanner, in a letter, said: 

“Dear Mr. Seller: 

“This will acknowledge _ receipt 
of your letter of Aug. 27. 

“The Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
will not arbitrate or compromise 
on the question who shall gather, 
write or edit the news. 

“The Seattle Post-Intelligencer 
will not bow to mob violence, no 
matter by whom incited. 

“(Signed) W. V. TANNER.” 


D’Avila said the Guild had learned 
the newspaper protested to Charles 
W. Hope, director of the Regional 
Labor Board, that its representa- 
tives were unable to enter the plant 
because of a picket line to obtain 
needed records. D’Avila wrote C. B. 
Lindeman, associate publisher, in 
part: 

“Please be advised that to our 
knowledge there has never been 
any interference with you or your 
representatives entering the build- 
ing to examine or obtain any rec- 
ords. 

“However, ... if you or your rep- 
resentatives care to communicate 
with ...any of the Guild officers, 
no one on the picket line will 
interfere.” 


Tanner’s Reply to D’Avila. 


Tanner’s reply said: 

“We note with interest you claim 
the power to prevent or permit citi- 
zens of Seattle exercising the rights 
guaranteed them by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States and by the 
Constitution of the State of Wash- 
ington. We do not propose, how- 
ever, to recognize lawless usurpa- 
tion.”

of conviction they would be sent to the

THE SPANISH BATTLEGROUND. 
Spain's grim and bloody civil war rages on. Each 
side shows little or no restraint in its frenzied efforts 
to crush the other. Lioyd George's description of 
the war as “a shrieking horror” remains an apt one. 
Behind the veil of censorship, amid the confusion 
and contradictions of news reports, only a few facts 
may be accepted as certainties. It is apparent that 
the rebels are making air raids on Madrid, though 
the extent of the damage is kept secret by the Gov- 
ernment. The rebels made some gains in a bitter 
four-day battle before Irun, though they were un- 
successful in capturing the city. The Northern and 
Southern armies of the insurgents have been unable 
thus far to unite their forces, considered an essen- 
tial preliminary if they hope to capture Madrid. 
The loyalists are fighting to defend the established 
Government, formed along democratic principles and 
supported by a coalition of republican, liberal and 
left-wing parties. It has been the aim of this Gov- 
ernment, though its execution of policies has wavered, 
to improve the lot of the downtrodden peasants and 
workers of Spain. In Spain today, 67 per cent of 
the land is owned by 2 per cent of the people. There 
are 3,000,000 landless farm workers who earn from 
14 to 60 cents a day. Poverty and illiteracy are wide- 
spread. It was the hope of those who created the 
Republic that these conditions would be remedied. 
The insurgents have asserted they are fighting 
to put down the threat of Bolshevism in Spain, a 
common pretext whereby Fascist forces seek and 
often gain power. What the rebels are actually fight- 
ing for is disclosed by a frank pronouncement of 
their high command, issued at Burgos, announcing 
their plan for Spain in the event of victory. 
If Commander Franco, Gen. Mola and their men 


Labor unions will be suppressed, and 
lose the right to strike. The Gov- 
ernment’s agrarian reforms, looking to the parceling 
out of large land holdings among the peasants, will 
be revoked. Provinces that refused to join the revolt 
will be “wiped off the map.” Those that join the revolt 
will be rewarded by receiving territories and tax 
revenues of the loyal regions. A plebiscite will be 
held on the return of the monarchy. 

The meaning of this program is clear. If the rebels 
win, the Spanish people’s effort to raise themselves 
from squalor and medievalism by throwing out the 
Hapsburg-Bourbon monarchy will have been wasted. 
The military, monarchist and reactionary forces that 
held Spain enslaved since the decline of its Golden 
Age will be restored to power. In addition, all the 
modern methods of repression invented by the Fascist 
philosophy will be added to the people’s burdens. 

It is clear, therefore, that what the defenders of 
the Spanish Government are fighting for is liberty; 
what they are fighting against is the menace of 
Fascism. Though the bloodshed and excesses are 
shocking and deplorable, they are the price that a 
people must pay if it wishes to preserve its liberties 
against tyranny. 

Fascism’s triumphs have usually been easier. The 
resistance of the Spanish people, who have had only 
a taste of liberty in all their history, becomes the 
more amazing when viewed in connection with the 
attitude of the Italian and.German people. 

Mussolini and his Blackshirts met only insignifi- 
cant resistance in their “march on Rome” and their 
seizure of power. The Italian Parliament, in fact, 
obligingly voted itself out of existence as a deliber- 
ative body to make way for complete dictatorship. 
In Germany, Hitler and his Brownshirts, though com- 
manding only 44 per cent of the electorate at the 
polls, were able to win control by a combination of 
terroristic and constitutional methods. The large 
democratic and radical groups gave only the feeblest 
opposition to the coup. In Austria, the workers did 
attempt to oppose the Dollfuss Government when it 
became avowedly Fascist. But their resistance came 
too late, for they had tolerated too long their Gov- 
ernment’s gradual crushing of the citizens’ liberties. 

It cannot be said that those three countries were 
spared bloodshed because the people accepted Fascist 
rule complacently. In their cases, the bloodshed came 
after the comparatively calm overturns of government. 
Both Italy and Germany have had blood purges, polit- 
ical murders, the beating and imprisonment of those 
who dared to stand for human rights. It may be 
that the Spanish people had seen these things, and 
as a result had resolved to fight to the death against 
the Fascist menace in their own country. 

If the loyalists win, it is possible that a more 
radical Government than the previous democratic 
regime will take power in Spain. What is occurring 
now, however, is the desperate fight of a democratic 
regime to stave off tyranny and repression. 

The war for human liberty is and has been a world- 
wide one. Its battles have been fought at Thermopy- 
lae and Salamis, at Lexington and Concord, at the 
Bastille and at Naseby. Now they are being fought 
again in the mountains and on the plains of Spain.

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THE DAIRIES’ OBJECTIONS. 

The dairie# raise two objections to the “standard 
ordinance” scheduled for consideration by the Board 
of Aldermen in October: first, that it would socialize 
the industry; second, that it would vest excessive 
powers in the Health Commissioner—powers which 
would enable that official to destroy a dairy com- 
pany’s business if exercised unwisely or in a spirit of 
hostility. 

The first objection may be dismissed. The ordi- 
nance would not “socialize” the dairy industry. Lith- 
er the dairy people or their attorneys do not under 
stand the word “socialize,” or have misused it. If the 
ordinance proposed that the city own and operate the 
dairy industry, as it does the waterworks, for exam- 
ple, the term “socializing” would then te in order. 
Nothing remotely like that is contemplated. The 
standard ordinance simply provides an effective sys- 
tem of regulating the dairy industry so as to safe- 
guard health and life against the questionable prac- 
tices of unscrupulous dealers. 

That the standard ordinance gives the Health Com- 
missioner the power to make the dairies observe the 
requirements of cleanliness and quality is undoubted- 
ly true. But the public will not be greatly impressed 
with the assertion that a Health Commissioner might 
put an honest dairyman out of business by the mis- 
use or abuse of his official authority. In such an im- 
probable event, public opinion would rush to the 
dairyman’'s support and demand the ouster of such an 
untrustworthy official. 

Even so, the Health and Public Instruction Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Medical Society, in a public- 
spirited effort to end the deadlock over the standard 
ordinance, has taken cognizance of the dairies’ objec- 
tions and proposed the creation of a citizens’ com- 
mittee to act as a sort of buffer between the Health 
Commissioner and the dairies and see that. his pow- 
ers are not abused. The dairies have rejected that 
proposal. They have said they will submit a counter- 
proposal to the Medical Society. Judgment on the 
issue must be reserved pending the formal submis- 
sion of the dairies’ side of the case. But this much 
can now be said: An intransigent attitude on the 
part of the dairies toward efforts to safeguard the 
city’s milk supply will do them no good. Of course 
the dairies, as one member of the industry said at 
the meeting with the medical society’s committee, 
“should and can run their own affairs.” Equally of 
course, the city should and can, in a field of private 
enterprise bearing so close a relation to the public 
health, set up controls against abuses. As we said 
the other day, enlightened self-interest should lead 
the dairies to co-operate fully in an effort as clearly 
without selfish motive as that of the city’s doctors 
to put the milk supply beyond suspicion.

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WHICH WAY IS THE WIND BLOWING? 
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Japan and American Cotton Exports 


New England mills urged embargo on all Japanese cotton cloth, and finally obtained 
higher tariff on cheaper grades; result is now plain, says Southern paper, in great 
reduction in purchases of American cotton by Japan; to shut off trifling amount 
of textile imports, it adds, step is taken that causes loss of millions to growers.

with some concern the demand of New 

England cotton mills that Congress lay an 
embargo on cotton cloths imported from 
Japan. The demand was as novel as it was 
audacious; novel because embargoes are 
war-provoking measures that are virtually 
unheard of in peacetime, and audacious be- 
cause it showed an utterly selfish disregard 
on the part of the New Englanders for the 
welfare and the future of cotton producers 
in the South, 

The agitation got nowhere. It died down 
shortly afterward, when the Supreme Court 
knocked out the Triple-A. It passed out last 
May when President Roosevelt, under the 
elastic provisions of the tariff laws, raised 
the restrictions on certain types, the cheap- 
er cloths, imported from Japan. 

We are now about to zet the answer. 

For the first 22 days of the new cotton 
season, which opened Aug. 1, exports of raw 
cotton to Japan totaled 12,000 bales. This 
compares with 35,000 bales exported during 
the same period last year. It was reported 
by the Department of Agriculture that June 
purchases of American cotton by Japan rep- 
resented but 22 per cent of their total buy- 
ing. This compared with 38 per cent in June 
of last year. 

Last year, Japan bought $100,000,000 of 
American cotton, or around 1,500,000 bales. 
This was more cotton than was sent to 
France and Germany combined. In a word, 
one out of every four bales of American cot- 
ton that left our shores was bought by 
Japan. 

Cotton exporters who are now apprehen- 
sive over the figures are finding that their 
superior reasoning did not pan out. They 
took the attitude that no harm would come 
from the presidentia] raising of tariff duties 
for the reason that Japan could not find a 
suitable staple in other world markets, and 
that the Japanese mills, with machinery for 
spinning the American type, would find it 
too difficult and too expensive to make over 
equipment for a new type. 

Evidently they failed to take into account 
the ingenuity of the Japanese. What is 
more important, they failed to realize that 
no people will permit us to slap them in the 
face and take it sitting down. 

It is all very true that the Japanese stan- 


Lwin year, the Commercial Appeal noted 
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dard of living is low. It would be inconceiv- 
able to think of an American family living 
on the income of a Japanese family. It is 
also true that the Japanese can undersell 
American mills in the American market. But 
it is also true that the amount of cotton 
cloths coming in from Japanese mills was 
ridiculously small, and while great increases 
were blazoned in the headlines, these in- 
creases were merely a drop in the bucket. 
What is an increase of 100 per cent when 
the increased total is only 100,000 out of 
a billion? 

A great hue and cry was raised by critics 
of the Triple-A about the loss of our foreign 
markets. The Chinese cotton harvest this 
season of 3,400,000 bales is away and beyond 
the largest in its history. That being true, 
China will be able to export 300,000 bales, 
and most of this will go to Japan. . Those 
who think that the Japanese will not be able 
to adjust their machinery to the Chinese 
staple are simply fooling themselves. 

So here we have it. Can we expect Japan 
to buy and not permit her to sell? The prob- 
lem affords a concrete example of the work- 
ings of the tariff. How can nations buy 
from us and pay us when they are hot per- 
mitted to sell to us, even in a modest way? 

The Southern cotton farmer has no desire 
to impose any burdens on the mill industry. 
He is anxious to see the textile man of New 
England make money. But at the same 
time, he realizes that the loss of his largest 
importer of American cotton should not be 
added to the long list of injustices which the 
New England tariff barons have for the last 
75 years imposed on the Southern cotton 
grower. 

And how will the New Englander profit in 
the long run? : Suppose he does keep a few 
hundred thousand yards of Japanese cloth 
out of the United States. Will not the Jap- 
anese mills find a comparable buyer in the 
other markets of the world and sell that 
buyer at prices below those offered by Amer- 
ican mills? What, then, wil] the result be? 
Simply this, that in biting off their nose to 
spite their face, they will divert from the 
farmers of the South $100,000,000, which here- 
after will go to cotton growers in China, 
India, Brazil and wherenot. 

If we are seriously to consider the loss of 
our foreign markets, let us face all the facts. 


The Decline in Judicial Standards 


From the Kansas City Journal-Post. 


UDGE MERRILL E. OTIS of the Federal 

District Court here deplores a decline in 
educational! qualifications of Federal Judges 
and a prevailing jury system which he said 
winnowed away the wheat, leaving only the 
chaff. 

His criticism of juries applies, of course, 
more sharply to state than to Federal courts. 
In the latter, an effort is made to select for 
jury service men generally recognized in 
their communities for intelligence and integ- 
rity. The usual process of selection includes 
polling of substantial persons in these com- 
munities for nominations to jury service. 

With such practice in effect, it is less like- 
ly that persons incapable of understanding 
issues, often intricate in their nature and de- 


manding unusual! intelligence, will sit in jury 
boxes.

were reported dead or missing. 

Dispatches from ~ ernacular news- 
papers in Korea listed the typhoon 
dead at 131 to 380 persons. 

Most of the victims were drowned 
in swollen streams when hundreds 
of flimsy houses were blown down 
or washed away in the _ steady 
downpours which accompanied the 
storm, 

The newspaper Nichi Nichi _re- 
ported at least 224 were dead in 
Keishonando Province alone on the 
basis of police reports.

BROWDER DENOUNCES 


HEARST AS FASCIST 


Communist Says Publisher Is 
“Openly on Side of War 
Makers.” 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.—Declaring 
the Roosevelt administration's poli- 
cy of “so-called neutrality” has en- 
couraged Fascist aggression in Eu- 
rope, Ear! Browder, Communist can- 


didate for President, last night 
urged American support of the 
“Spanish people against Fascist 
barbarians.” 

Browder, in a speech prepared for 
a nationwide broadcast, named 
William Randolph Hearst as “our 
own Fascist,” and said “it was this 
policy of neutrality which enabied 
Hearst to cloak himself and his sup- 
port to the German and Italian 
Fascists behind a demagogic appeal 
for isolation.” 


“Hearst,” he asserted, “is open- 


ily on the side of the war makers. 


He has published attacks in his 
newspapers upon the English Gov- 
ernment for not aligning itself with 
Mussolini and Hitler against France 
and the Soviet Union. 

“At home he. carries on the most 
bare-faced propaganda to place the 
weight of the United States upon 
the side of Hitler, Mussolini and the 
other Fascist dietatorships: His 
support of the war makers is part 
to establish: ‘a 
‘ascist dictatorship in this coun- 
try.” 

He said Hearst's campaign 
against Communism was “exactly 
the propaganda that preceded Hit- 
ler’s assumption of power in Ger- 
many” and “that prepared the Fas 
cist revolt in Spain.” 

“This propaganda,” he continued, 
“carried a step further in its logical 


development in America, would call 


for an attempt by these interests 
which are responsible for this 
propaganda to cance! the results of 
our coming elections if they should 
go unfavorable to them.” 

Browder said Gov. Alf M. Landon, 


Hearst months before his publie 
nomination, is trying to wet away 
from the hatred which millions of 
decent people have for Hearst.” 

“He does not openly 
port the isolation policies 
his master,” Browder said, 
“but with Hearst openly  fight- 
ing for the Fascist dictators, with 
Hearst right now in Europe con- 
ferring with Hitler and Mussolini, 
it is not difficult to foresee what 
Landon would do if elected to of- 
fice.” 

Turning to the Communist par- 
ty’s views on the conflict in Spain, 
Browder added: “We say that the 
American people should demand 
that the Government come out 
actively against the present Fascist 
intervention in Spain. The demo- 
cratic Spanish republic has friendly 
relations with us. We must support 
the Spanish people against the Fas- 
cist barbarians. It is the duty of 
the Roosevelt administration to 
support the Spanish Government 
and thus help support democracy 
and peace.”

athletes were on their way home 
today despite an offer from Mayor 
La Guardia’s Reception Committee 
to keep them here without expense 
for a public celebration Sept. 3. 

A good many, however, including 
the women’s track and field team, 
indicated they would stay over un- 
til the S. S. Manhattan arrives next 
Thursday, bringing another group 
of athletes, and join the parade up 
Broadway to be received by the 
city officials. 

The whote welcome planned by 
the city for the returning athletes 
turned out to be something of a 

fizzle. Instead of 200 or 300 per- 
sons expected to make the trip 
down the bay on the welcoming 
boat, Riverside, only about 20 were 
on hand when it left the pier at 
4:20 p. m.

The same opinion previously had 
been voiced by Al Masters of Stan- 
ford, assistant track and field man- 
ager, and Dr. F. C. Allen of Kan- 
sas University. 

The dismissal of Mrs. Eleanor 
Holm Jarrett from the team for 
drinking aboard ship en route to 
Berlin still was a topic of discus- 
sion. Among the most surprising 
of the divergent comments was 
that of Helen Stephens, the Olympic 
100-meter women’s dash winner. 

“She got what was coming to 
her,” said the 18-year-old Missouri 
girl. 

Dorothy Poynton Hill, 22-year- 
old diving champion, said today she 
thought the case of Mrs. Jarrett 
“could have been handled a little 
more tactfully,” but expressed no 
opinion off the merits of the case. 
She added, however, that she had 
seen “several Olympic officials 
drunk on the streets of Berlin.” 

Mrs. Hill, who announced she 
would turn professional, said she 
would depart tonight for her home 
in. Hollywood, Cal. where she 
would decide whether to accept an 
offer to enter motion pictures or 
return to Europe and give diving 
exhibitions. 

Alfred R. Masters, Stanford U., 
assistant track and field coach, 
said: 

“The Olympic Committee, as I 
see it, bungled the case at the out- 
set. The final decision was justi- 
fied, after Mrs. Jarrett repeated 
her offense, but matters never 
should have been allowed to reach 
that point. I believe all trouble 
could have been avoided by more 
direct treatment of Mrs. Jarrett by 
the ranking Olympic leaders at the 
start.” 

Calis Masters a “Knocker.” 

Edwin Schaefer of Buffalo, an 
assistant manager of the track and 
field team, replied to Masters’ crit- 
icisms by saying the Stanford grad- 
uate manager should have remained 
at home if he had believed condi- 
tions would be so bad as his re- 
marks indicated. 

“He's just a knocker,” Schaefer 
said. “No one ever served the 
Olympic cause by being so critical.” 

Lawson Robertson of Pennsy)- 
vania, head coach of the men’s 
track and field team, was enthusi- 
astic over the record of his men.

For while their clev- 
erness enabled them to keep the 
ball and “show off,” eventualy the 
aggressive Italians broke up the 
combination and tore into the 
other goal like madmen. Their 
speed and spirit proved of more 
value than the skill of the oppo- 
sition.

Norway’s Great Defense. 


HAT they had few chances, 
due to the strong Norwegian 
defense, is shown in that they had 
only five shots at goal. But they 
whanged one through like a bul- 
let, in true St. Louis style. 
In the second halfthe Norwe- 
gians pressed their attack and 


collisions became more fre- 
quent. Always the Norwegian 
got up waving his hands and 


shouting foul; but apparently the 
referee could see nothing wrong 
in knocking opponents around 
like pins on a bowling alley. 

The Scandinavians whanged 
away time and again at the Ital- 
ian goal. They worked their way 
down field, piddled around pass- 
ing the ball for minutes until it 
seemed you just had to shout, 
“For heaven’s sake shoot that 
ball!” 

When at last the Red Shirts 
thought they had the right chance 
they booted it—to right, to left 
and over the bar, everywhere but 
into the net. 

The Scandinavians took 14 
cracks at the Italian goal in the 
second half and scored one. That 
was a lucky break. In clearing 
a shot the Italian goalie fell full 
length to the ground. He. de- 
flected the ball, but it went right 
on to the toe of a Norwegian for- 
ward, who socked it into the un- 
guarded net for the only goal 
those scientific boys were able to 
make in two full hours of play. 


The Climax of the Battle. 


JHAT brought on the real bat- 
tle was the tie at the end of 
the regular game. Olympic rules 


provide no substitutions; also, 
that in case of a tied game, play 
must be resumed after five min- 
utes with two 15-minute halves. 


The game does not end with 
the first goal booted by either 
side in extra time play, but the 


entire 30 minutes must be con- 
tested with a minute or two inter- 
mission. 

That extra time was a pitched 
battle, with the Italians doing the 
pitching—within the rules. The 
Scandinavian goalie was the only 
man who was not knocked down 
several times—and his person is 
inviolate. 

It was really surprising to note 
the immunity the goal-minder en- 
joyed. . Nobody went near him. 
They avoided him as though he 
had leprosy. In America he 
might have been knocked into his 
own net in some of the mixes— 
hut not in the Olympics. 

The Italians attacked during 
overtime and forced the opening 
which gave them the game. They 
were pretty good in handling the 
ball themselves and had a fine de- 
fense; but it was the St. Louis 
style of attack that really won for 
them. 

They snatched the play away 
from the meticulous Norwegians 
by sheer aggressiveness and 
speed. And in the end, the win- 
ning goal-kick oozed out of a 
mixup in front of Norway's net. 
Nobody will ever know from 
whose toe the shot came, so thick 
was the melee.

ians put on the pressure from 
the fact that they made the 
American team squeal, too, when 
they met. Our yelp caused one of 
the Italians to be removed from 
the game for rough play; but they 
finally eliminated us with 10 men 
in their lineup.

PORTUGAL HAS HARD 
TIME BEING NEUTRAL 


Sympathies of Many’in Small 
Country Lie With Spanish 
Rebels. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 29.— Portugal 
is in a most dangerous and uncom- 
fortable position. 

The maintenance of her neutral- 
ity, in the face of events which al- 
ready have resulted in several 


clashes at arms between Portuguese 
and Spanish Government troops on 
the inhospitable frontier, is diffi- 
cult. Europe agrees that the inter- 
vention of any nation would set off 
an explosion. 

Further, Portugal’s coastline 
makes her an ideal clearing-house 
for war supplies for the contending 
forces. Other nations in consider- 
ing a general neutrality pact have 
insisted Portugal not only promise 
to keep hands off but to prevent 
the passage of war equipment 
through its territory. 

To speak of the Portuguese Gov- 
ernment is to refer to one man— 
Dictator Antonio de Oliveira Sala- 
zar. This 46-year-old, peasont-born 
professor of economics, is the law. 

Difficult Decision. 

His decisions are made the more 
difficult because Portugal probably 
does not want victory to come to 
the radical Spanish Government. 

His foreign policies normally 
would follow closely those of Great 
Britain. The two nations are bound 
together by the oldest of all Euro- 
pean alliances, dating from 1654. 
- Portugal for the most part has pur- 
sued the lead of England through 
the centuries, and it was that alli- 


the World War on the side of her 
friend. 

Britain may not want the Spanish 
Government to succeed either, but 
recognizes the danger of interven- 
tion and has urged all nations to 
adopt a hands-off attitude. En- 
gland’s advice to Portugal is not 
to become involved in the conflict. 

Dr. Oliveira Salazar never goes 
to his office in the morning before 
attending mass. 

Oliveira Salazar often works 20 
hours a day. He is a “lone wolf” 
with few friends—a man who pre 
fers solitude as he attacks his task. 

Despite his long hours the dicta- 
tor takes only two light meals a 
day, and he touches no alcohol. He 
lives in a modest flat on the out- 
skirts of Lisbon. An aged house- 
keeper takes care of his home. 

As a boy Oliveira Salazar was not 
robust. His father, finding him in- 
capable of guiding a plow, sent him 
to a Jesuit seminary. While his 
sisters—he had no  brothers—did 
men’s work on the farm, Antonio 
amassed knowledge. He had a flare 
for mathematics, philosophy and 
economics. 

The Jesuit rector sent him to 
Coimbra, Portugal’s old university. 
He was, graduated in philosophy 
and economics and soon became a 
professor. 

In 1926 President Carmona of- 
fered him the Ministry of Finance 
and a free hand to restore the coun- 
try’s prosperity. In 1932 Oliveira 
Salazar became premier, retaining 
the finance portfolio. A year later 
he turned the country into a cor- 
porate state with a new constitu- 
tion, and assumed dictatorial pow- 
ers.

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40-ACRE CORN 
CROP IRRIGATED 
AT COST OF $180 
Calloa, Mo., Farmer Thinks 
Yield Will Be Around 
3000 Bushels. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SALISBURY, Mo. Aug. 29.— 
At an outlay of $15 per day for 
labor and fuel for 12 days, M. E. 
Pontius, farmer near Calloa, in Ma- 
con County Missouri irrigated a 40- 
acre cornfield that he says’ will 
yield probably 3000 bushels of corn 
while nearby fields will do well to 
have six and eight bushels per 
acre. 

Pontius’ field lies adjacent to the 
New Chariton River and he dyna- 
miated a hole in the river bed for 
depth, set a pump which he had 
originally bought second hand for 
$25 and began irrigating. The pump 
is pulled by a farm tractor. 

The water is drawn up in a six- 
inch pipe—pours into an old wagon 
bed for a spillway and thence down 
a laterfl ditch at the end of the 
field. Dams were built at intervals 
of 100 feet down the lands into 
which the field had been laid off 
and each area was successfully 
soaked from the ditch. 

Irrigation started early in July 
and all of the 40 acres was irrigated 
once and about half of it twice: 
Pontius estimates that if he had 
started two weeks earlier, he 
would have 100 bushels per acre. 
The corn is now hard enough to 
crib. He says that next year he 
will plan his farming with irriga- 
tion in mind. 

He lives on a 1078-acre farm, 
had a wheat crop that made 37 
bushels to the acre and is hoping 
for a rain to start his buckwheat 
crop growing to help take a herd 
of Aberdeen Angus cattle through 
the winter. ,

70 FEED WILD TURKEYS 
AS RESULT OF DROUTH 


State Will Care for Jersey 
County Flock This Winter 
—Many Young Raised. - 


With the largest wild turkey 
flock in the State of Dlinois grow- 
ing to maturity in the woods of 
Western Jersey County and a feed 
‘shortage for next winter In sight 
as a result of the drouth, the State 


paring to care for the birds next 
winter. 

Under ordinary conditions the 
amount of native grown food would 
supply many times the number of 
birds in the game preserve but the 
acorn crop on which the turkeys 
feed in winter is almost a total fail- 
ure. Shumach, haws, crabapples, 
wild plums and many other trees 
and shrubs that produce winter 
food have failed either totally or 
partly during the drouth. 

The parent stock placed on the 
preserve last fall has greatly ex- 
ceeded all expectations in raising 
young ones. A conservative esti- 
mate of the number is placed at 
500. 

C. F. Thompson, director of con- 
servation for the State, said this 
week that the department wil! feed 
the birds next winter. He said that 
it would be desirable to construct 
and establish regular feeding points 
in the forest where the turkeys can 
come. This fall a type of feeding 
apparatus will be made which will 
save the feed from being scattered 
on the ground and wasted. It is 
planned to place the feeding cen- 
ters away from houses so as to 
encourage the young birds in re 
taining their wild habits. - 

Surplus birds will be scattered 
this fall on new acreages and a 
number will be placed in the na- 
tional forest area adjoining the 
Marquette State Park. This forest 
locality will provide the birds with 
another safety range of about 5000 
acres. Hunting will be prohibited. 

The success of the project is 
credited by the department to the 
fine co-operation furnished by res- 
idents of the county in caring for 
the parent stock during the past 
winter and protecting the birds 
from illegal hunters and predatory 
animals. 

A number of squirrels found 6 
safe refuge this season in the game 
preserve and will furnish parent 
stock for next season's crop of 
young animals which will spread 
to timbers adjacent to the protect- 
ed area and provide hunters with 
squirrel shooting. Rabbits in the 
preserve are being preyed upon by 
foxes which have been prevalent. 
Thus far the turkeys have quite 
generally eluded the foxes by tak- 
ing refuge in trees.

Horrors of War. 


The Murdered Mufti. 
15 Against 1800.

F you have read “The Mob,” writ- 
[is by the late Prof. Shaler, the 

porrors of the Spanish civil war 
@ili not surprise you. That war 
and its atrocities, the horrible and 
often cowardly killing of unarmed 
men and even women, is merely the 
development of the “mob spirit” on 
a gigantic scale. 

Of all curses, the most deadly, 
vicious element in the human mind 
is class hatred, political hatred, re- 
ligious hatred. Only race hatred 
is missing, and even that is injected 
pere and there, despite the lack of 
any extensive raw material. 


Among all the hatreds that prove 
man’s brutal savagery, religious 
hatred is perhaps the worst; and 
of all religious hatred, the hatred 
between different branches of the 
game religion is sometimes most 
bitter. This is recalled to your mind 
by the recent murder in Algiers of 
the Mohammedan Mufti Ben Dali 
Mahmoud. 

Ben Dali Mahmoud, head of the 
Mohammedan church in Algiers, 
had some conservative ideas op- 
posed to the young party of Ulemas, 
whose motto is “Islam and Moham- 
med above everything in the world.” 

It would be useless for those who 
have other beliefs to tell . these 
young Mohammedan adherents of 
the Ulema party that their activities 
are based on a mistake, that Mo- 
hammed never rode up to heaven 
on his white mare Alborak, never 
saw angels so big that their eyes 
were one day's journey apart, never 
threw a handful of dust into the 
air and had it changed into mounted 
angels on horseback to fight with 
him. 

To tell them that, according to 
historic record, Mohammed could 
neither read nor write in all prob- 
ability, and his book was written 
for him by an educated Jew, who 
obligingly mixed up all sorts of re- 
ligions in the Koran, would get you 
into trouble 


Those who thought that the 
Mufti, chief Mohammedan author- 
ity in Algiers, was not a good 
enough Mohammedan decided to 
kill him. It is the custom of a young 
Mohammedan meeting the great 
Mufti to kiss the latter on the fore- 
head, as a sign of respect, as in 
other religions it is customary to 
prostrate yourself before a great re- 
ligious authority, to kneel and kiss 
his hand and otherwise recognize 
his divine mission. 

One young Arab, who is now in 
jail, walked up to the Mufti, who 
obligingly lowered ‘his head that 
his forehead might be kissed. An- 
other young Arab stabbed the 
Mufti through the back and 
through the heart, so powerfully 
that he died without uttering a 
sound. ; 

Others are implicated, including 
the important Sheik El Okbi, also 
put in“jail by the French authori- 
ties that rule in Algiers. The young 


murderer confessed that El Okbi 
had given him the dagger of supe- 
Nor quality with which he killed 
the old Mufti, and had promised 
him 30,000 francs.
